The fact of the matter is, however, that such unrest exists; and this, 
coupled with the democratic leanings of modern thought, has no 
doubt stimulated interest in the problems confronting the workingmcn 
of to-day. 

The results of this general inquiry into industrial problems, are 
reflected to a large extent, in modern legislation. In the United States 
which country has, for many years, been considered one of the 
strongholds of protection, President Wilson has taken steps to re 
ducc the cost of necessities to the consumer, by lowering the 
wall. The English government, under the stimulus of Lloyd George's 
enthusiasm and energy, has also enacted legislation intended to ben- 
efit the industrial classes and make their burden lighter. As Eng- 
land is a free-trade country the cost of living there is relatively low, 
and more attention is consequently being paid to the Land Tax, the 1 
Workmen's Compensation Act, and other measures of a similar na- 
ture, than to legislation tending lo lower the cost of living. 

The latter question, however, is of paramount importance at the 
present time on this continent, where the cost of living is said to be | 1 | h [, ,,, "' 1 l 1 1 m ','; l ' : ' l „ , ' yt p|"v 
the highest in the world. Many different and equally plausible theo- 
ries have been advanced as to the cause of. this condition. One is 
that the enormous expenditure on armaments, now going on all over 
the world, has taken so much capital and labor out of productive 
channels, that the cost of the necessaries of life has advanced corre- 
spondingly. Other theories are that wages and salaries have not in- 
creased as rapidly as the supply of gold and consequent rise in prices }|^^ sr g^j^^ pd rt« , l&e? ln " 
in the two countries, and, that the protective tariff policy of both Can- 
ada and the United States, by placing a tax on the necessities of life, 
makes the cost of these things to the consumer much higher than it 
should be. Undoubtedly there is much truth in these theories, and 
economists, statesmen and students are giving them their careful at- 
tention. 

A new remedy for the present high cost of living, or one which, 
a} least, has not been given very great prominence in the press, is to ; (Tune— "On 
increase the efficiency of the working class as a whole.

the deaths each year might be postponed, that 50 p.c. of the cases of 
serious illness might be prevented and that 12.3 years might be add- 
ed to the length of the average human life. If, therefore, the present 
waste of health were conserved, innumerable invalids would be- 
come wage earners, and, instead of being a burden upon others, they 
would be self-supporting. As a result, the average income would be 
increased. Continued ill-health of even a trivial nature undoubtedly 
decreases the efficiency and consequently the earning power of the 
individual. Preventive medicine has already done much and can 
still do far more in this respect. The physician can point the way, 
education can fit society to cope with the diseases and a union of the 
two will result in a further conservation of health. 

Preventable accidents, preventable illness and preventable 
deaths are great, unnecessary wastes of human efficiency. In regard 
to the first of these, workmen's compensation laws and humanitarian 
principles arc already inducing the manufacturer to equip his plant 
with safety devices. Furthermore, defective hearing, defective eye- 
sight and fatigue are, in addition to ignorance, three great factors in 
promoting industrial accidents, and factors which can be easily dealt 
with. Observation has shown that the greater number of accidents) 
occur at a time of the day when fatigue is most commonly exper-jnh. we're going to that football game, 
ienccd by the workers.

With regard to preventable illness the matter of occupational 
diseases is of primary importance. Certain forms of disease arc close- 
, !y associated with certain trades. a n d preventive medicine has pointed 
out measures by which the dangers in connection with these trades 
may be obviated. General diseases can also be prevented. It is only 
necessary to mention that dread foe of the industrial classes, tubercu- 
losis, to illustrate the value of prevention. Other forms of disease 
can be dealt with to equal advantage. 

The first and most striking instances of preventable deaths is 
found in the figures of infant mortality. That this mortality can be 
largely reduced is an admitted fact. A better milk supply will 
undoubtedly help, but intelligent motherhood, a result of education, 
will do more, to reduce the death rate than anything else. Observa- 
tion and experience show that children who arc breast-fed by their 
own mothers have a far better chance of living than those fed on 
cows' milk or artificial food. 

Conservation of health is perfectly feasible and would have a 
marked effect upon the productive efficiency of the population. Pre- 
vention of disease would mean increased per capita wage earnings, 
and hence, a reduction of that ratio known as the cost of living. Pre- 
ventive medicine assures greater power, greater health and increased 
wage earning ability to the individual who follows its teachings, and, 
at the same time increases his moral, mental and physical efficiency.

If they have obtained either first or 
second class honors when graduat- 
ing, The decrees as passed by the Con- 
vocation, read In detail as follows: 

Pirs'.ly. any member of MeClIll Vni- 

verslty, Montreal, who has obtained 
firs; or second rank honors in the 
third or fourth year of the Univers- 
ity for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, shall be considered lo have ta- 
ken honors as required by the provis- 
ions or slatuile I. It. II.. section VII.. 
Clause (P. 21, Ed., P.n>:!> which reads 
as follows: 

"Any member of a university so ad- 
mitted WihO has pursued a course of 
study prescribed by It, anil extend- 
ing over three full years and has taken 
honors in the final examinations Inci- 
dent to the course may be admitted 
to Ihe status and privileges of a Sen- 
ior Colonial or Indian Student, 

Secondly, any member of MeOIII 
University, who has passed the exam- 
Inatlon of the second or third or fourth 
year at 'the university for tlie degree 
of B.A, and has satisfied the exam- 
inations In Greek, shnll be considered 
to have shewn a sufficient knowledge 
of (Ireek as required by Ihe provis- 
ions of Stat. Ml. n., Section VII.. CI. 
12 l P. 2*. edition 1903).
